Added Fire 
Prevention 
Plan Aired 

Huge Sprinkler System In 
The Foothills Suggested 
By The City Council 

Possibility of a series of giant 
“sprinklers” located at strategic 
points across the entire foothill 
region back of Sierra Madre, as 
a precaution aginst future forest 
fires, loomed yesterday, following 
an Invitation by city council Wed¬ 
nesday night to Angeles Forest 
authorities to investigate the 
matter. 

The proposition was brought up 
by Councilman Thomas Miller 
and the city business manager 
who previously had conferred 
with the safety commitee of the 
• Chamber of Commerce. 

Angeles Forest officials will be 
asked to inspect the old pipe 
1 line leading down through Little 
! Santa Anita Canyon from the 
Quarter Way House, with a view 
ot utilizing the pipe line to fill 
reservoirs which would be in¬ 
stalled along the lower foothills. 
Water from the reservoirs would 
be piped through a comprehen¬ 
sive sprinkling system, designed 
to cover the mountainside area 
like a gigantic fishnet. Its value 
in time of fire would be incal¬ 
culable. 

The “sprinkler system” of fight¬ 
ing forest fires has long been a 
pet idea of many forest officials 
and outdoor enthusiasts.

Mr. Bretherton was in the rear 
of the store getting Bassett a 
glass of water when Police Chief 
McMillan, who was passing by 
and noticed Bassett sitting in a 
chair with his head thrown back 
and his mouth open, entered. The 
Chief immediately called Dr. M. 
H. A. Peterson, who pronounced 
Bossett dead. The body was re¬ 
moved to Grant’s Chapel. 

Bom In Plainfield. N.J., in 
1869, Mr. Bassett had lived here 
for 25 years. At one time he and 
his wife ran a sanatorium, now 
the Happy Family Hotel, on 
North Lima street. He was an 
active member of the local Town¬ 
send Club, of which his wife was 
first president, and a member of 
the local Masonic Lodge.

Charm Of Scenic Point And 
Its Great Wistaria Bring 
Forth Another Volume 

Sierra Madre Is the chief In¬ 
spiration of another book, More¬ 
over, Sierra Madre’s famous Wis¬ 
taria vine now has been intro¬ 
duced into the abiding annals of 
American literature. Washington's 
Birthday will be hereafter a day 
of double celebration for two 
Sierra Madre authors. 

On that patriotic day suitable 
enough Suttonhouse, Inc., accep¬ 
ted for immediate publication 
“Thank You, America!” by Lucia 
Trent and Ralph Cheyney. This is 
the leading literary book publica¬ 
tion house of the Pacific Coast,
